Major Hastings opened his 
comments by stating that the 
capture of Kiev recalled to 
| mind an incident on 1915. At 
that time, the Russian army 
had been threatened by a big 
converging army on the Vis- 
tula. The main forces were 
freed from the German 
claws, but for reasons of 
prestige the commander fail- 
ed to extricate his garrison 
there and the result was Lhat 
nearly the entire garrison of 
100,000 men fell into German 
hands. 


A HEAVY BLOW 


“Tt ds conceivable that Marshal 
Budyenny clung te Kiev tou long.” 
sald Major Hastings, “and tt ts 
likely that he under-estimated the 
speed with which the German 
claws were closing in, But It ts 
now known that the Russian 
troops organised a systematic des- 
tructiun of everything useful tu 
the enemy. 

‘Nevertheless, it Is admitted 
that the Russians have suffered 
yne of the heaviest blows of the 
campaign. One can see this with- 
nut admitting the preposterous 
claims of the German news agen-. 
cles. Dr  Gvebbels' propaganda 
has always over-estimated prob- 
able results of their success and 
this exaggeration increases jn ex- 
travagance. There ts no doubt 
that the public in Germany can 
only get a sensation of well-being 
through ever increasing doses of 
stimulants like these 


“The position in the South 
Ukraine has now greatly 
changed,” continued Major 
Hastings. “The whole line of 
the Dnieper may now be look- 
ed upon as lost. Resistance 
must now merge in the Crimea, 
the Don Rivgr and the Car- 
casus,

“J don’t wish to glve the im- 
pression that the next few weeks 
are going tu see & series of fresh 
German advances,” continued 
Major Hastings. “In fact, I have 
not the slightest doubt that the 
Germans, as wel) as the Russians, 
are facing considerable dlfficulties 
Their immense Mines of communi- 
cation have been extended by hun- 
dreds of miles since this new con- 
verging movement began, Bridges 
have been destroyed and railways 
are out of action 

“There has also been a great 
strain on machines and the great 
concentration of alreraft will need 
new landing grounds, In view of 
the persistent Russian attacks 
round Smolensk, the Germans may 
not be able to maintain their 
advance 

“Although Marshal Budyenny 
has sustained a-sWtering blow, 
the Germans have to face new 
conditions while the weather wor- 
sens. Their real object has been 
to hamstring and erippie the Rus- 
sian armies before winter begins. 

“Every week of this campaign 
brings more Into significance the 
results of our occupation of Syria. 
Iraq and Iran. What a different 
picture It would have been today 
if all that area was in the hands 
of Quislings and Filth columnists 

“This ar.a has now become 

a base for supplying aid 
to Russia and a rallying 
ground from which our own 
armies may one day strike 
hack at the Nazi hordes,” con- 
cluded Major Hastings.
